The  reafons  on  which  this  rule  is 
f 'Undid,  prove  the  impropiiety  of  going 
h:tflily  from  one  extreme  to  tlYfe  other,  whe- 
ther of  darknefs  or  of  light,  and  fliew  us, 
that  a  fouthern  afped  is  in; proper  for  thofe 
wbofc  fight  is  weak  and  tender. 

2.  To  avoid  reading  a  fmall  print. 

3  Not  to  read  in  the  dulk  ;  nor,  if  the 
eyes  be  difordered,  by  candle-light,  Hap- 
[ly  thofe  who  learn  this  Icffoh  betimes,  and 
begin  to  preferve  their  fight,  before  they  are 
reminded  by  pain,  of  the  neceflity  of  fparicg 
them  ;  the  frivolous  attention  to  a  quarter  of 
an  hour  of  the  evening,  has  coll  numbers 
the  pf  rfe6t  and  comfortable  ufe  of  their  eyes 
for  many  year< ;  the  mifchief  i?  cfTcdled  im- 
perceptibly, the  con 'equirnct^s  are  infeparable. 

4.  The-  eye  fliould  Hot  be  permitted  to 
dwrllon  glaring  objeAs,  more  panitularly 
on  firll  waking  in  a  morning  ;  the  fun  fhould 
not  of  courfi  \:&  fuffered  to  fliine  in  the  room 
at  th;U  time,  and  a  moderate  quantity  of 
light  only  be  admitted.  It  is  eafy  to  fee, 
that  for  the  fame  reafons,  the  furniture  of  a

5.    The    long  fighted   fliould    accuftom  \ 
themfelves  to  read  with  rather  lefs  ligiit,  and  \ 
fomewhat  nearer  to  the  eye  than  what  rhcy 
naturally  like  ;  while  tbofe  that  are  fhoi  t-  j 
fighteJ,  fhould  rather  ufe  themfelves  to  read   ! 
with  the   book  as  far  off  as  pofiible.     By  ' 
this  means,  both  would  improve  and  ilrength- 
en  thrir  fight;  while  a  cuiuraiy  courfe  v.'ill 
increafe  its  natural  imperfedioiis.  \ 

There  is  nothing  which  prefcrvis  the  fight 
longer,  than  always  nfmg,  both  in  reading 
and  writing,  that  moderate  degree  of  light 
which  is  befi  fuited  to  the  eye  ;  too  little 
ftrains  them,  too  great  a  quantity  dazzles 
and  confounds  them.  The  eyes  are  Icfs  hurt 
by  the  want  of  light,  than  by  the  excefs  of 
it ;  too  little  light  never  does  any  harm,  un- 
lefs  they  are  drained  by  efforts  to  fee  .ibje^s, 
to  which  the  degree  of  light  is  inadequate  ; 
but  too  great  a  quantity  has,  by  its  own 
power,  deflroyed  the  fight.  Thus  many 
have  brought  on  themfelves  a  cutara6l,  by 
frequently  looking  at  the  fun,  or  a  fire  ;  c- 
thers  have  loft  their  fight,  by  being  brought 
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Ltne:  IVritten  in  a  Al'uinighi  Thunder  Storm. 

LET  coward  Guilt  whh  pallid  fear, 
To  fhelt'ring  caverns  flyv 
And  juftly  dread  the  vengeful  fate, 

That  thunders  thro'  the  fl-cy, 
Proteded  by  that  Hand,  whofe  law 

The  threat'ning  ftorms  obey. 
Intrepid  Virtue  fmiles  fecure 
As  in  the  blaze  of  day. 
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too  I'utkleniy  fropa  an  extreme  of  darkncfs 
into  a  blaze  of  clay.  How  dangerous  the 
looking  upon  bright  luminous  obje<3s  is  to 
the  fight,  is  evident  from  its  effevts  in  thofe 
countries  which  is  covered  the  greater  part 
of  the  year  with  fnow,  where  blindntfs  is 
exceedingly  frequent,  and  where  the  travel- 
ler is  obliged  to  cover  his  eyes  with  crape, 
to  prevent  the  dangerous,  and  often  fudden 
cfFedts  of  too  much  light :  even  the  untu- 
tored favage  tries  to  avoid  the  danger,  by 
framing  a  little  wooden  cafe  for  his  eyes, 
with  only  too  narrow  flits.  A  momentary 
gaze  at  the  fun,  will,  for  a  time,  unfit 
the  eyes  for  vifimi,  and  render  them  infen- 
fible  to  impreffions  of  a  milder  nature. 

On  Public  Places. 

THER.E  feenis  at  prefent  fuch  a  rage 
for  pleafure,  that  folitude  appears 
infupportable,  and  donieftic  comfort  ftupid. 
An  immodeiate  foridnefs  for  drefs  is  acquir- 
ed, and  many  fafnionablt  females  fpend  half 
the  night  in  going  from  one  place  to  another 
merely  to  dlTpIiy  thtir  finery. 

In  the  fire  lady  how  few  traits  do  we  ob- 
ferve  of  thofe  affedicns  which  dignify  hu- 
man nature:  If  (he  h:>s  any  maternal  tender" 
nefs,  it  is  of  a  chiidifh  kind,  and  were  ihg  to 
live  many  years  fhe  would  ftill  be  a  child  in. 
underftanding.

In  fuch  fccnes,  v.'hat  a  painful  train  of  re- 
flexions mufl  arife  in  the  mind!  What  con- 
viflions  of  the  vice  and  folly  of  the  world 
are  prematurely  forced  on  it.  It  is  no  long- 
er a  paradife,  for  innocence  is  not  there  ; 
the  taint  of  vice  poifons  every  enjoyment, 
and  afft6l3ti(!n,  thoug:h  defpifed,  is  very  con 
tagiou?;  Irj'guor  foHows  the  extraordinary 
exertions,  and  weak  minds  fall  a  prey  to  im- 
agi'rarv  difcrefs,  to  banifli  which  they  are 
obliged  to  take  as  a  remedy  v/hat  produced 
the  diftafe. 

We  talk  of  amufements  unbending  the 
nnnd;  fo  they  ought;  yet  even  in  the  hoursof 
relaxation  we  are  aco^uiring;  habits.  A  mind 
accuflomed'  to  obferve  can  never  be  quite 
idle,  and  will  catch  improvement  on  all  oc- 
cafions.  Our  purfuits  and  pleafures  fnould 
have  the  fame  tendency,  and  every  thing 
concur  to  prepare  us  for  a  {*ate  of  purity 
and  happintfs.  There  vice  and  folly  will 
net  po'.fon  our  pleafures;  our  faculties  will 
expaiid,  and  not  miftake  their  oHjeAs;  and 
v.-e  fliali  no  loiiger  '  fee  as  through  a  glafs 
darkly,  but  know,  even   as  we  are  known.'

The  Swedes 
can  enumerate  feveral  great  men,  who  have 
not  only  acquired  celebrity  at  home,  biit  are 
efteemed  and  aJmired  by  all  Europe;  Aich 
as  Limiaus,  a  Berquian,  a  Cclfius,  a  De 
Geer,  (the  Reaumer  of  Sweden)  a  Menan- 
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SOME  Chriftians  to  the  Lord  obi'ervea  day, 
\^'hile  others  to  the  JLord  obferve  it  not ; 

And  tbo'^hefe  feem  te  choofe  a  diff'reiit  way, 
Yet  both  at  laft  to  the  fame  point  are  brought.
